Worthy Competitor. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 21.—The Ornnd 


Army of the Republic yesterday made 
Its second triumphal 
march along 


Pennsylvania avenue. Time's ravages 
In decimating Its ranks made It uossl- 
ble to attempt In one day what it re- 
quired two long days to accomplish in 
1M15. To the survivors of thn 100,000 
men of tho armies of the Votomac and 
the west, who on the memorial 28d and 
«4th days of May, l»or>, passed^ in re- 
vlnw before tho president and his 
cabinet (Including Secretary Soward, 
just recovering from tho assassin's 
knife), tho foreign ministers, tho mili- 
tary attaches of all tho great po-vers 
of Europe mid their own beloved and 
illustrious generals—Grant, Sherman 
and Sheridan—the contrasts and re- 
mlnlsconuos called out wore necessarily 
striking. 


It took seven hours—from (' to 4— 


pitch day for the armies of 1W16 to pass 
the raviuwlng stand, and the estimated 
I en If Hi of tho two days' procession was 
thirty-six miles. 


Washington was a very different city 


then. Tho capltol, In 18(15, wa* walled 
In and surrounded by heavy Umber. 
Neither of tho prrRunt stately marble 
wings now occupied by the senate anil 
house was thon completed. Tho cob* 
bio-stone pavement of Pennsylvania 
avenue was worn into alternate hillocks 
and gullies by tlin passing of heavy 
commissariat wagons and 
nriillery. 


Tiber sewer rolled its filthy waters un- 
covered. Not one handsome building 
was to be seen from tho canitol to the 
treasury department-^ 


The hour for the moving of yester- 


day's parade wasi 11:30, but It was long 
after thai ere the bixly started. For 
two hours previous to tho hour desig- 
nated tho streets loading to tho avenue 
were thronged with hurrying people 
eager to 
secure 
an 
advantageous 


view point for tho day's event. 


Tho troops formed along New Jersey 


avenue for throe or four blocks; thcnco 
oast around tho capltol and into tho 
avenue adjoining tho main column. 


The grand army escort, n post of 


honor, was accorded to the survivors 
of 
tho famous Sixth Massachusetts 


regiment, tho first defenders of Wash- 
ington. 


The United States Signal Corps Vet- 


eran association, which Is holding its 
seventeenth annual reunion in connec- 
tion with the Grand Army of the Re- 
public encampment, closed tho first 
part of the procession. 


Then came tho Grand Army of the 


Republic posts by departments. Tho 
old soldier was apparent In every step, 
and tho proudly martial behavior of 
the veterans was '(Strengthened by the 
plaudits of tho multitude which rang 
continually in their ears as they passed. 
The nosts marched in tho order of thoir 
seniority, 
beginning 
with Illinois, 


•whore tho Grand Army of tho Republic 
was organized. Tho roar of tho pro- 
cession was brought up by tho Naval 
Veterans' association. 


Tho procession moved under tho or- 


ders of tho commander-ln-chlof 
in 


double column, twelve files front, one 
column on each side of the car tracks, 
platoons being twelve paces apart, and 
between 
departments 
twenty - four 


paces. 


When the vice-president's reviewing 


stand in front of tho treasury building 
vtns reached Gen. Palmer and staff 
saluted most gracefully, and the re- 
sponse camo back from Mr. Morton no 
less effectively. 
Passing on to tho stand reserved for 


himself and officials of tho O. A. R., 
Gen. Palmer with his aides and asso- 
ciates left tho column and took tho 
places provided for thorn in front of 


Somerset" was .the humorous banner 
used to Identify U. M. Cummlngs post. 
The members each carried a cane inado 
of gnarled and twisted roots, the most 
outre shapes being preferred. 


John F. Hartrant Post No. 8, Harri- 


son, was headed by two drum majors 
in zouave uniforms, who used muskets 
with fixed bayonets for batons. These 
they llung high in the air and threw at 
each other twenty feet distant, and yet 
so far as known, succeeded in escaping 
without a single jab. 


Griffin Post 139, Scranton, composed 


of rallrai-d engineers and firomenvcar- 
rled an oil can at their tiood which was 
tho subject of 
much 
unsuccessful 


guessing. 
Post 07, of Erie, carried white um- 


brellas showing their number and loca- 
tion. 


Of the larger states Pennsylvania 


took the longest time In passing tho 
commander-In-chlcf — fifty minutes. 
Ohio w as a close second requiring forty- 
live minutes, and New York third with 
thirty minutes. 


Tho Now York department, as it 


passed Gon. Palmer, created the best 
impression as to personnel and organi- 
zation. There was better marching by 
the posts, they were dressed in effective 
uniforms and they had the most and 
best music. Tho bands of the Catholic 
prtoctoratc and of the mission of the 
Immaculate Conception, both composed 
of boys, received generous applause. 


Post 327, U. S. Grant, of Brooklyn, 


which brought up tho roar of the Now 
York department, had tho best outfit in 
all the procession. The Now Yorkers 
seem to have let thoir taste and thoir 
purses, tho one artistic and tho other 
plethoric, run away from the G. A. H. 
regulation as to uniform. Close fitting 
dark blue coats and trousers, with 
white holmots were tho favorite com- 
bination. 


As Post 148, of Brooklyn, approached 


tho stand, n little boy and girl, bearing 
bouquets, left the line and presented 
them to Gen. Palmer who kissed tho 
little maid and held the flowers for 
some timo after receiving them. The 
disabled veterans in tho New York de- 
partment occupied two carriages and 
received an ovation all 
along tho 


route. 
(Ion. Sickles was especially 


favored. 
Tho Kansas department carried tow- 


ering stn.lks of sorghum cane, tho gift 
of Senator Perkins. 


Gon. 1!. F. lintler occupied a carriage 


with Lynn post in tho Massachusetts 
department. His progress was marked 
by continuous applauso, and his con- 
spicuous bald hood was kept continu- 
ally bobbing. 


After tho New York department had 


passed up, spectators showed the wear- 
iness of flesh that possessed thorn and 
began to sock their resting places. 
Five states then had been in roviow 
and three hours wore gone. 


While his department (New York) 


was passing tho reviewing stand, Gen. 
Palmer refreshed tho I'iner man with 
a substantial lunch. It was three hours 
after the head of tho procession passed 
him ere the oars of tho commander-ln- 
ohlef were greeted with tho strains of 
cither "Marching Through Georgia" or 
"Tho Girl I Loft Ilohind Me." 


Night was even more glorious than 


the day. Shortly after dark, which 
was of a most favorable density owing 
to the lowering clouds which had en- 
abled tho veterans to march without 
undue fatigue and except, for a short 
time in tho early morning without 
danger from tho boat, the multitude 
•who Hnod the nvenuo while tho parade 
was in progress, repaired, so far as 
possible, to tho vicinity of tho monu- 
ment, lloro the elaborate display of 
fireworks provided by tho committee 
and Paine, tho pyrotechnic king, was 
made. It was a magnificent bhow, in 
Bomo respects unequaleil and worthy of 
a place in tho programme of the day's 
event. 
Succeeding tho fireworks display, 


there was an electric illumination on 
a scale never before attempted in 
this country. It -was om of tho at- 
tractions provided by tho citizens' com- 
mittee and was a complete success. 
PcniLsylvanla aycnuc up to Seventeenth 
street was ablaze with colored lights. 
Every available dynamo in tho city, 
public and private, was brought into 
requisition, 
and numbers had been 


shipped hero especially for this display. 
The feature of tho illumination was 
tho display 
along both 
sides of 


the, 
avenue 
of 
brilliant presenta- 


tions of corps badges. 
Seventy of 


these had been placod on supports at 


eially fine, as were a number of the 
largo set pieces. The most conplcuous 
was a largo shield of blazing lights. 
Powerful search lights thrown from 
tho tops of high buildings produced a 
dazzling effect. The display continued 
until midnight and was visited by 
countless thousands who regretfully 
disappeared In tho darkness that suc- 
ceeded tho turning off of the dynamos. 


The Woman's Belief corps, depart- 


ment of the Potomac, Mrs. Ida V. Ileb- 
dricks president, last night tendered a 
reception nt the rooms of the corps, op- 
posite the Ebbct house, to the G. A. R., 
the Woman's Relief corps and patriotic 
ladles visiting the city. The Woman's 
Relief corps auxiliary to the depart- 
ment of the, Potomac, G. A. R., also re- 
ceived a large number of visitors in tho 
class room 
at the Congregational 


church. 


The Baltimore & Ohio railroad, it is 


estimated, 
brought 
nearly 
15,000 


strangers here. 
Monday night the 


rush was greater than any other timo, 
and from 0 to 13 midnight, 120 trains 
pulled Into the depot. The first was 
the Chicago limited. 
This came in 


twenty-six sections, a total of 120 cars 
from Chicago. All the passengers were 
not, of course, from Chicago. 


It is estimated that fully 155,000 peo- 


ple came in by the Pennsylvania road. 
Tho road was forced to cease selling 
tickets in many places owing to tho 
great number of cars In commission, or 
many more would have come. Then 
crowds camo in vehicle from Maryland 
and Virginia. 


When the end of the procession 


reached the reviewing stand It was 
after 0 o'clock. Therefore it took over 
several hours for the parade to pass. 
Vice-president Morton and others of 
the- reviewing party stood the ordeal

and

veterans the usual courtesy. Many 
posts without attempting to pass the 
reviewing stand, finding tho hour so 
late, marched overn part of the route 
with colors flying and bands playing 
and then disbanded.

MILLIONS IN SHOE. 


Bookaway Beaoh Visited liy a De- 


vastating Conflagration. 


THE LOSS ESTIMATED AT A 11LLIOH, 


All tho Famous Hotels and One Hun- 


dred and Fifty Other Buildings 


Burned—One Man Burned to 


Death and Others Injured. 


ROCKAWAY BEACH, N. J., Sept. 20.— 


The largest conflagration that has over 
occurred on the Long Island eonat de- 
stroyed

100 frame buildings 


here to-day 
and 
loft 
about 180 


places 
a 
mass 
of 
ruins. 
The 


main portion of 
this famous old 


summer resort has been completely 
wiped out. The burned district in- 
cludes both sides of Seaside avenue 
from the Long Island railroad tracks 
about htlf a mile north from Seaside 
avenue. Over twenty hotels and prom- 
inent buildings were destroyed. 


Robert Phillips, aged 60, was in the 


museum building and was burned to 
death. 


Mrs. Bertha Kingsland, wife of the 


proprietor of tho Kingsland hotel, was 
badly burned while trying to savo 
some of the effects in her husband's 
hotel. Two other ladies who were 
guests at tho house were also severely 
burned. The loss will aggregate nearly 
11,000,000. 


It, is said that two guests at one of 


the hotels also perished, but it cannot 
b» verified to-night.

A Detected Housebreaker, 
Mortally 


Wounded. Simplifies Matters 


by EndUur His Own Life. 


KEKKWOOD, Mo., Sept. 21.—John W. 


Hall, a shiftless and poverty-stricken 
painter living on a small farm at DCS 
Peres, a little village near here, was 
shot and mortally wounded by Wilbnr 
F. iWarner, Sr., of tnls place, whoso 
house he was burglarizing, shortly af- 
ter 1 o'clock yesterday morning. 


After rcceivlng-a charge of No. ) shot 


in the side just below tho heart, which 
mode a frightful wound, he Jumped 
through a window, and shortly after- 
ward with his own pistol, blew bis 
bruins out in Mr. Warner's flower gar- 
den. 
The frequency with which burglaries 


have taken place in the suburbs west 
of St. Louis has put householders on 
their metal, and the fact that a robber 
caught in tho act should have been 
brought down surprised nobody; but 
thnt Hall, who though an otherwise 
worthless fellow was thought to bo 
honest enough, should prove to be a 
house breaker caused a genuine sensa- 
tion. 


An inquest was held later in the day, 


tho verdict being that Hall came to his 
death from a pistol-shot wound In the 
head over tho left eye inflicted by n 
person or persons unknown. 


This verdict relieves Mr. Warner of 


the responsibility for the man's death, 
and wo s rendered as above, instead of 
being a verdict of suicide because there 
wa» no witnesses to the desperate net 
in the darkness of the garden whore 
he lay. There in no doubt that the 
wound in the side would have proven 
fatal, and the dying burglar realizing 
this, to save himself useless suffering 
decided to end his existence at once.

A Freight Train on a Down 


Wrecked By Dynamite. 


HARTFOiirj, Conn., Sept. 21.—Atabout 


10:16 yesterday morning there was a 
terrific explosion ort tho lino of tho 
Philadelphia & Reading road, a few 
miles west of New Hnrtfo.'cl, and thir- 
ty-one miles from this city 
A fast 


freight train consisting of ten cnrs 
bound for Hartford was coming on 
a down grade. 
In the center of 


tho train was a car of dynamite. Tho 
force of concussion caused the dyna- 
mite to oxplotlo. Five cars of the train 
were blown to pieces and their contents 
scattered to the winds. Trees on both 
banks of the road were blown down 
and driven into tho roadbed. 
The 


traok was torn up and a largo hole, 
twenty feet in diameter and ten feet 
deep was made in the roadbed. 


Tho road at that point passes the 


land of Orlando Clark, whose barn was 
destroyed. John Clark, 34 years old, a 
brakeman on the train, had a marvel- 
mis escape. lie was riding on top of 
thi) car of dynamite when it exploded. 
Ho was blown 120 feet and his clothes 
were ripped oft him, but he is unhurt, 
otccpt for a few slight bruises and the 
shock to his system. 


William Stewart another brakcirmn 


was riding in tho caboose and had his 
face out by tho brokc-n window glass. 
Tho roadbed was badly wrecked and 
no trains have since run beyond the 
spot. The noise and shock of tho ox- 
plosion was heard and felt for a dis- 
tance of thirty-five miles in the direc- 
tion of the wind.

It Began its Annual Seaelon To- 


Day at Ethelbjr-Ule. 


Bev. James Miller, Bar. H. H. Oneal, 


Bev. O. Q. Wood, Itev. W. H. Davis and 
other Methodists of this locality, left 
last evening for Shelbyville to attend the 
sixty-ninth session of the Illinois Con- 
ference, wbioh opened in that city this 
morning at 9 o'clock.

In 1856 he was elected president 
of the Northwestern University, Evan- 
ston, 111., a position he occupied two 
years, when, in 1868, ha waa chosen pro- 
fessor in Drew Theological Seminary, 
afterwards succeeding to the presidency 
ot that institution. 


Bishop Foster was a member of the 


general Conference ot 1864, 1868 and 
1872. 
In 1868 he waa selected to visit 


the Conferences ot Ireland and England, 
and in 1872 was elected one ot tbe 
Bishops of the Methodist Episcopal 
ohnroh. 


Since his election to the Episcopacy 


he has visited the missions in Enrope 
and South America, 
Several very in- 


teresting letters with reference to the 
work in Mezico, written by him, appeared 
in the Central Christian Advocate in 
1886. 


The examination ot tbe classes and 


preliminiary work was in progress yester- 
day. Last evening Bsv. D. F. Howe, of 
Jacksonville, who may be sent to the 
First ohnrob, l)eoatnr, delivered a strong 
address on "Appointments."

annual appointments.
